Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

In claim 1, line 16, it is unclear what structural features are being referred to in the use of 
the phrase "or both". Clarification is necessary. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The following patents disclose the state of the art with respect to coating application 
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devices using die coaters followed by solid applicators: Imanaka (JP 2003-168810), Ruid (US 
6,231,927), and Yoshikawa et al (US 6,705,505).
